In the fall of 1946 the orthopedic room for high school 
pupils of the city was opened at Central. It was organized 
primarily for the crippled but has been able to accommodate 
a few pupils having other physical handicaps requiring spe- 
cial educational facilities. Some of these students are not 
able to attend any classes in the building but take all their 
subjects from their home room teacher. They all take part in 
as many school activities as possible. 


Although orthopedic rooms have become numerous in 
elementary schools throughout the country, such a room is 
rarely found in a high school.

TRACK 


Central's 1947 track team was one of the finest ever 
produced by Coach Joe Meyers, winning 3 out of 4 dual 
meets, placing 2nd in their only quadrangular meet, and 
copping 1st in 4 of their main tournaments. In the state meet 
Don DuBois gathered the teams’ total 3 points by placing 
3rd in the 200 yd. low hurdles. Three new P.H.S. records 
were established by different members of the team: Don Judy 
set a new P.H.S. record in the 220 yd. dash with a time of 
21.6 sec.; Don DuBois also set a new record in the 200 yd. 
low hurdles with a time of 22.1 sec.; in the 120 yd. high 
hurdles Myron Daily set a P.H.S. record with a time of 15.1 
sec. The Relay team, consisting of Herke, DuBois, Zerwekh 
and Judy, also set a new record in the 880 yd. relay with 
1:32.7 sec. 

Kewanee was the first to fall beneath the flying heels of 
our Maroons by the decisive score of 61'4 to 51%4. Next 
Chillicothe fell to our boys by the top-heavy score of 88% 
to 24%. Paul Richards scored 14 points for the Maroons. 
Trying to regain the Fire Chief's rms Pekin fell to a 
heavily-favored Central team 76% to 36'. In our last dual 
meet, Springfield, later Big Twelve Champion, ruined our bid 
for a perfect season by whipping us 61 to 52. In our only 
quadrangular meet we were behind Springfield, and were 
followed by Canton and Streator respectively. Our boys 
traveled to the Geneseo relays and brought back a second 
place trophy from one of the highest competitive meets in 
the state. We also won the Delavan 1st place trophy for the 
fourth year in a row, and Don Judy was top scorer with 11% 
points. We also brought back Ist place trophy in the district 
and Greater Peoria meets. In the Big Twelve we copped 
fourth place. 

Only five out of seventeen lettermen are leaving and 
Coach Meyers is expected to have a very strong team when 
the next track season rolls around.

Congenial group. Jumping act. 
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The only profession common to all Oriental classes was that of the merchant. Regardless 
of the class he represented, each merchant was a very important man and was highly 


respected. 
The merchant himself was a very shrewd man. The prospective customer was entertained, 


sometimes even in the merchant’s own home, while the merchant analyzed his character; 
for in the entire culture the possession of brains was the most highly regarded of all 


qualities. If he considered his opponent careless and free-spending, the merchant wasted 
no time and presented his poorest stock, demanding high prices. If, on the other hand, 
the trader “was not born yesterday,” the entire proceedings were of a different nature. 
The merchant would first spend much time explaining how hard it was to get good 


stock, hoping that the buyer might spend a little more freely. When the goods were 


finally brought in, they were the merchant's best. 


In the Orient, as in our own culture, the merchants were necessary to the welfare of the 


community. Since the people were directly dependent upon them for food and clothing, 
the strength of a town was judged by its merchants. Similarly, the success of this book 
is directly dependent upon the good will of the merchants listed on the succeeding pages.
